"The Emperours Miniſters made theſe the Conditions of the 
Treaty for, the Redemption; that there ſhould. be a Peace be- 
tween the two Crowns, concluded as ſoon as the Captives were 
delivered; that a Truce in the mean time ſhould be obſerved; 
and that a Conſul ſhould be apointed on their Coaſtior a farther 
Token and Confirmation of a good Correſpondance. 1

The Terms were 160 Peices of 8 for each Captive, which 


our Lordſhip thall fee in the Declaration, were to be im- 


ployed in Exgland in a Hundred Gun-locks and fix Barils 
of Powder, a Moor Captive for every two Chriſt. ans, and 
ioc Peices of & under the name of a Preſent, to be im ploy- 
ed like w iſe, by thoſe the Emperour was to ſend to Exglaud, in 
what goods he pleaſed.

It was thought neceflary togive hopes of ſome: Liberalities, 
if this Treaty did take Effect, to many of the chief Men and 
Fayouritesof the Emperour, toget their good will, and that none 
ſhould be tempted to do an ill Office, which moſt have a natura! 
bent to. This Particular was computed to about 1600 or 1200 
Pound, jay ned with the Principal, upon the account that was 
made of Three. Hundred Captives at 60 Pound a Head, the

The known difficultyes or rather Impoſſibilityes that have
